the diſorder,and were compelled to ſhift tor them- 
ſclues. 

When the States of Holland vnderſtood of all 
theſe proceedings, they beſtirred themſelues and 
ſentdiuers men of warre to attend about Zeeland, - 
of which ſome of them ftept into the riuer, to in- 
tcrcept ſuch boates, as ſhould come from Antwerp 
to the army : the reſt that kept the Sea behaued 
themſelues ſo well,that the Letters ſay, they tooke 
a ſhip full of Souldiers going to Dunckirke , whom 
they examined and finding that the Souldiers 
knew no other , but that they went into the-Low 
Countries , they hanged vp the Lieutenant and 
carried all the reſt priſoners to Middleburgh,reſol- 
uing to watch for thoſe companies which arc c6- 
ming out of Emgland toſerue the Archduches. For 
rumor cannot be ſo ſparing but that they know hy. 
name the Captaines of euery Countrey and the 
manner of raifing their men. 

Amongſt other things the Marchants aſſure vs, 
tharat this inſtant there lie fiftie or ſixtie ſayle of 
Hollanders and Pirates of Argier before Lisbone, 
who not onely watch the harbours and rownes bur 
the Sea it ſelfe,as having madea contract with the 
of Twris allo to affociate and defend one anothers, 
both againſt Spaniards and Portugals , whom they 
reſolue ro empoueriſh and damnifie all they ean,as 
men reſolued to haue neither peace nor truce any 
longer with them.

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But toreturne to the ſiege at Bergen for all theſe 
attempts itis ſuppoſed that the ſiege will not lye 
long before it, nor the enemy continue with ſuch 
reſolution, as to make ita worke of ſuch conſe. 
quence, bureuen doe as the Dake of Parma did in 
the beginning of this relation leaue it, and take 
ſome other enterpriſe in hand , and that for diuers 
reaſons at this inſtant , 

Firft, becauſe they cannot command che Riuer, 
but therowne will be relicued at all times by Seca, 
which they cannot ausyde. 

Secondly, becauſe the ſcate of the warre is now 
as it were in their owne countrey, and the Prince 
of Orenges army muſt both berelecued and ſet on 
worke in Brabant , euen to the terrifying of the in- 
habirants. 

Thirdly, becauſe rumor hath played a womans 
part, and rold them that ſome of Count XMarsfic/ds 
forces are come out of Alſatia, as farre as Loraine 
and Latz2noerg : and either meane te hee their 
owae caruers of the bleſſings of theſe Prouinces,or 
vnite themſclues to the Prince of Orenze, it occa- 
ſion ſcrue to increaſe his army , and remoue the 
ſicge, 

Faurthly,becauſe they are afratde to want mo- 
money,confidering their treaſure is ſo many waics 
exhaufted,and the Emperor muſt not be neglected 
in his deſignes. 

And lat of all, becauſe there are many hollow 
hearts in Antwarp, and what know they whether 
{beſides the treaſon that may bee wrought) the 
Prince of Orexze it the peace of the Pa/atinare 

chriue,
